Jadca Harmon Will Have Them Arrested, 
Charsed With PIraey. 

WAsmNOTOV, Jan. 35. — Since the de 
dsiou of Judge Locke some days ago at 
JaokaonviUe, Fla.^ in the ease of a sos- 
peoted filibuster, the Three Friends, 
Attorney Oeneral Harmon has given 
the question raised by the defense care 
ful consideration, and has reache<l the 
conclusion tliat the decision is not good 
law. The question was to the effect 
that the law inhibiting the ontfitting 
and departore from the United States 
of armed azpeditions to aid a people in 
its oontests against the lawf nl antinority 
of a nation with which the United 
States is on friendly terms does not ap 
jirto the Cuban iniorgenti, they not 
Muur » people within the meaning of 
tiie WW. 

The attorney general takes a view di- 
rectly in opposinon to that announced 
by Judge Locke, and in order that thf 
matter may be brought to a speedy de- 
termination he has applied to the 
IThited States supreme court for a writ 
of certiorari on tne United Statea ooort 
of appeals at New Orleans, directing 
that the case be at once certified to the 
United States supreme court for trial. 

The attorney general, in eueakiug of 

£e matter, said that if Judge Loose's 
terpretation of the law, that theae ex- 
peditions are not political, is correct;, it 
noc(>ssarily follows that persons engaged 
in them are pipntc H, and that he was 
serionly coiisiderinK the question of ar- 
reetiuK tltein an Kuch. The attorney 
general is very iiinch iu earnest in this 
matter, and it in not at all unlikely that 
heroic stepH will Ih> taken to pnt a stop 
to the expeditions wliii h aro constantly 
being set afoot in aid of the Cuban Lu-

Censorthip DUpatchei Report Victories 
Vor the apaaUh Troop*. 

Hayuia. Jan. 26.— Oaptain Qeneral 
Wasiarwaa encamped Batordaj night 
•■^1$ J^okmiron, in Matansaa province, 
and ytBfeterday he continued his march. 

A miiriber of Kkiriuishes have oc- 
curred ill Piimr del Kio, Havana, Ma- 
tansas and Bauta Clara provinces, the 
Spanish oolnmns fighting a nnmber of 
iunrgent band and taking their camps 
wil^ four prefeotnies, arms, effects and 
doonments. The insnrgenta left 87 
killed, among them being three prefeota, 
and lost four prisoners, who were im- 
mediately oonrtmartialed. The Spanish 
lost three killed and two ofllcers and 86 
soldiers wounded. 

lieutenant Colonel INeaVioarlo, with 
lha JDQ at the battalion Espana and a 
lOMOffMiTpia force of 40 men under 
Lltotenaat ICanendez, set out from 
Memagna, near Havana, and at the 
farm of Volcan met an insurgent band. 
The guerrilla force attacked the insur- 
gents, and in a hand to hand fljfht Lieu 
tinuuit Meuondoz received two ritle 
wounds but killed his antagtmilt. Thrc u 
ot the guerrillas were serloiudy wound- 
ed. The Insurgents did not await tha

KstWbrt, Fla., Jan. W.-^A horri- 
ble story roiiifts from Jumento, province 
of Santa (^lara, telling of quick retribu- 
tion to the Spaniards for their butchery 
and barbarous methods of warfare. 

A Spanish force under Captain Mar- 
telli entered the place, which had been 
a camp of the insorgenti, and beftve 
ffoinir away secretly pdsoned the wella 
and a fine spring that in noted for mOes 
around as affording extra pure water. 
That evening a Spanish land of jruer- 
rillas entered the town after tli(^ otlu rH 
had left and catuped out. They us'd 
the water, and before the trouble could 
be OKcertaincd over 25 men dietl. 

The (Tuorrilla captain was furious, 
and he charged the Cuban residents 
with poisoning his men. Tlit y took a 
lot of the principal residents priHoiicrri 
niid putting them in row.s shot them 
dead. Tlio women were then turiusl 
over to the tender inerci(>s of tlic men. 
Boveral young Ixiys wlio attempted to 
Hjive their mothers and si.-^ters were 
ruthlwsly shot down. The ])lare wh.s 
burned, the captain swearing tliat not 
one board should bo left to mark the 
plac(^ Tlie nest day some of the koI- 
dies from the fii-st company were seen 
and they told the story of the trap tlii y 
had set for the Cubans, but were hor- 
rified to loam that their own compan- 
ions in arms had been caught by their 
barbarous plots. 

SENATO R GEOR GE ILL. 

Owlog to Hk AdVMMad Af'mt FHenda 
Fear Mm Worst. 

Wasiti\(it()n, Jan. 25. — United Statea 
Senator Jaino« Z. George of Mississippi 
is dangerously ill from heart failure at 
the Garfield hospital iu this city, and 
owing to hia advanced age his friends 
are very apprehensive of the oatcome. 
Two grandchildren, Iflss Heminway 
and Mr. George, hi-; private secretary, 
are with him, while his daughter, Mrs. 
Henderson, and his sons havelx'cn suni- 
moned to liis bedside from their homo 
iu Mississippi. 

For some months the senator has been 
suffering from this luiine trouble and he 
was unable to In', in Washington at th(( 
opening of congress in December. Less 
than throe weeks ago, while still very 
ill, ho came to the city and at once 
placed himself undyr the <^are of Dr. 
Bermann, who, with Dr. Fry, advised 
him to go to the hospital for treatment. 
He has been there since that time. His 
condition not showing satisfactory im- 
provement a consultation was held Sat- 
urday between the two physicians and 
Dr. Osier, professor at Johns Hopkins 
university in Baltimore, and the con- 
clusion rea(^hed that the senator's condi- 
tion will require the greatest core and 
most skilled treatment. 

Senator George's ill- health is due to 
his advanced age accelerated by years of 
hard and constant work. The senator's 
wife is in Mississippi. Owing to an at- 
tack Of paralvsis she will not be able to 
come to Washington. 

Senator Gtoorge, who is now in his 
7l8tyear, has served as a member of 
the United States senate for nearly 16 
years and the term for which he 
was elected expires March 8, 1800. 
He was a gallant soldier iu the Mexican 
and civil wars (serving on the confed- 
erate side) and is a well known lawyer. 
He held important Judicial positions in 
his state prior to his election to the sen- 
ate. 

WORS E THAN POOR. 

Uark Twain, One* Blek, Is Stranrliav For 

ExiKtenoe In Loudon. 

London, Jan. 25. — Few of Mark 
Twain's many friends know of the 
pludqr fight he is making with adversi- 
ty, or how badly he has been used by 
fortune. In a word, Mark Twain, who 
a couple of years ago thought hinudf e 
rich man, is today worse than penniless. 

Since his return from Africa, a few 
months ago, he has been living in very 
modest lodgings iu London, going no- 
where and seeing but one or two 
friends, working oil day and every 
day at a history of his trip around the 
world. With the proceeds of this book 
he hopes to be able to iiay otT his cred- 
itors and to have Komething for him- 
self. Mark Tw.nn lost practically 
everytliing when Webster & Company 
failed, and his trip around the world, 
which he tuidertook with the hope of 
retrieving his fortnuea, did not turn 
out a financial sucxm>.sm for hiui. So. 
over 60 years of age, in poor health and 
in a strange oouutiy, America's greatest 
humorist is, perhaps, wotkinff haider 
than ever before.

Tlip Nlrarafftian Canal Bill to ne I>iHp(i»<-il 
of in 801M Manaer— International

Profrain of the House. 

WAsmxaTOir, Jan. M.— The senate 
program this week ts cendarad very un- 
oertein by the condition of the Nicam- 

gna canal bill. With that measure out 
of the way, the bankruptcy bill probably 
would be given the right of way early 
in the week, but even with the road 
cleared to tlie extent of the removal of 
the Nicaragua bill it is not i^cobable any 
headway will be made with the bank- 
ropccy bill before Wednesday. 

The time (rf the senate after 8 o'dock 
bodaarwill be devoted to eulogies npon 
the late Speaker Orisp, and the time 
previous to that hoar after the disposal 
of the routine momins business will be 
eonsnmed bv Senator 'Tarpie in a speech 
discnssing the Oameron resolution. The 
speech may be broken in upon at 2 
o'clock by a ooutontiou for wecedenc*^ 
between the friends of the Nicaragua 
bill and the supporters of the bank- 
ruptcy bill, but if so it is likely that the 
contest will be postponed to a more con- 
venient season. 

It is known that Senator Turple will 
take advanced gi'ound favorable to Cu- 
ban recognition, and it is liinted that he 
will take CK-casion to criticise Mr. Ol- 
ney's position sharply. Mr. Turpie's 
speech may prove to be; the first of sev- 
eral on the Cuban question, but the 
committee on foreign relations is mani- 
festing no disi)ositioii to press the reso- 
lutions to a vote. 

Tuasday Senator Chandler expects to 
secure a vote on his bill providing for 
the representation of this country at an 
international monetary conference. 
There will h^^ several short speeches and 
more or less running debate on this 
measure, bnt it is believed that all sub- 
stitutes and amendments will be voted 
down and the bill parsed before the 
clo^e of the day set for its consideration. 
Senator Cameron ha.s a substitute re- 
(luiriiig this government to take the 
initiative in calhng a conference, which 
may give the movers of tiM Original bill 
mtjro or less trouble. 

Tlie bankruptcy bill will be debated 
at considerable length when reached, 
though Senator George, its especial 
champion, as rejx)rted to the senate, is 
absent from the city. 

Senator Morgan will make a strenu- 
ous effort to prevent tlie Nicaragu.i 
canal bill from losing its place as the 
unfinished business on tno calendar, 
and it is nnderstKxl will submit amend- 
ments which will meet the demands of 
tho8(4 who hold that tho bill requires 
further work by committee, in view of 
the new poaitiou of Nicaragua as devel- 
oped by Senor Rodriguez's letter. The 
senator will take the position that the 
bill shoold be amended in the senate, if 
not satisfactory, and that it should then 
be voted npon and not aont hacdc to com- 
mittee. 

Senator-elect Konney of Delaware 
may present his credentials during the 
week, but not until after the committee 
on privileges and elections, which is to 
meet Thursday, shall have passed upon 
the Dupont petition and the Addicks 
oredentiala. 

HOUSE PRO GRAM. 

The Immlcrattoa BUI WUl Fiaallr Be 
Disposed Of. 

Wa.shiniitov, Jan. 25.— Tho nio,st in- 
teresting feature of the house program 
for the coming week, unless the Nicani- 
gua canal bill should roc(>ive considera- 
tion, which in view of tho recent com- 
plications seems entirely improl<able, 
will be the fight against c(mfereiice re- 
port on the immigration bill. Mr. Bar- 
tholdt of Missouri, who made an inef- 
fectual attempt to prevent the bill from 
going to conference, will lead the oppo- 
aition to the bill as agreed on by the 
conferees. There seems to be Uttle 
donbt that the friends of the measure 
will be triumphant in the end us the 
sentiment in favor of an immiirration 
bill in tiie house is, as shown by the 
votes on previous oooasions, in a strong 
majori^. Nevertheless Mr. Bartholdt 
propoMi to do all in his power to defeat 
the eonf flNnoa report. <

FIRE IN CHI CAOO. 

NeaHjr Half n Million Dollars' WoHh •!

tirely destroyed by fire last night.

FAMI NE IN I NDIA 

tt la Kol Bad as Some Reports Have 
Hade It Appear. 

London, Jan. — (Copyright, 1897 
by tho Associated Press.) — Tho special 
representative of the Associated Press 
who is traveling throngh the famine 
districts in In«Ua, aoocmpanylng the 
governments' party of inspeetioB, aands 
a dispatch from Kolha'nir. 

lie says that the reports which liave 
been sent to England and the United 
States of the acute famine said to exist 
in the southern Maharashtra states 
have been exaggerated, so far as his 
observation has extended. A scarcity 
of grain does, indeed, prevail in the ex 
treme eastern portion of this region, 
bnt the people there were able to escape 
want m migrating, most of them, to 
the fertue Kanoon plains and elsewhere , 
where the shortaam of tha gmin snpply 
is not felt. 

Rioe also is plentiful and means and 
measnrea for the relief of the hnngnr 
ore DTononnced adequate where needed. 

The Maharajah, in an interview with 
the Associated Frees representative on 
the prospects of hia people escaping 
starvation, said that his state expected 
a famine everr five yean and were 
therefore not taken unawares or unpro 
vided when it came. They were pre 
pared, he said, to spend five lacs of 
rupees for relief in his territory. 

The British resident wjvs also inter- 
viewed and confirmed the statements ol! 
the Maharajah as to the situation, add 
ing that the relief organization was 
most efficient in the Bombay presidency 
and that the iifficulties from famine 
and of securing and distributing relief 
were lighter than in former famines. 
The resident snmmed up hia views as 
follows : 

"My observation has been, in travel 
ing over the whole western side, tli;it 
the famine is not severe thi-n*, tliougl 
it may increase toward Juiuv But ii 
the districts in which I have traveled I 
have not heard of a single death from 
starvation. 

MAN AND WIFE MURDERED. 

The Robbers Expected to C.et h I.nrKe 
Ban of Money, but l)i<i Not. 

Mmmnx, Ind., Jan. 26.— Shortly 
after 1 o'doidc Satorday morning an nn 

known man entered the home of Sam- 
uel Kirby. a wealthy fanner living 
about two miles southwest of French 
Lick Springs, with the intention of rob 
bing Mr. Kirby of a large sum of money 
which he had just withdrawn from the 
bank for the purpose of investing in 
real estate. However, Mr. Kirby had 
taken the precaution to place the money 
in charge of his married son and the 
bobbers were foiled in their attempt to 
secure the money. 

After completely crushing the skull 
of Mr. Kirby and breaking the jaw of 
his wife and s«)verely bruising both on 
the body with an ax, tliey tiiially si 
cured $7 in money that Mr. Kirby 
of cluircli funds. There is absdiutcly 
no hope for the recovery f)f either Mr. 
or Mrs. Kirby. and the whoh^ iiei-jiihor- 
h(Kid is thoroughly aroused and every 
etl'ort is being made to locate the perpe- 
trators of the deed. 

THREE HUND RED PEO PLE KILLED. 

Th«jr Were Trampled to Death During a 
Panle la • CUiMsa Theater. 

San Francisoo, Jan. 85.— The steam- 
er Gaelic, from Hong-Konst and YokO' 

hama brings the following : 

.\dvic"S from Fuchau, received at 
Hong-Kong on Jan. 2, report a tcrri))li 
cata-strophe in a temple at K\v;ni I .11 
on Dec. 8 last. A theatrical pef oriuuuce 
was held for the first time in the place, 
and was attended by a large crowd of 
natives and a few Enropeans. One of 
tho temple lamps was overturned, firing 
the building. The panic-stricken crowd 
tried to force a way through two small 
doors. In the crush •'500 persons were 
tnimi)led to dewth. The victims were 
principally wonu'ii and children. Of 
the 40 actors only ffuir cscafx'd alive, 
and two of the survivors are iu tho na- 
tive iiospitais suffering ikom internal 
injuries, and may die.

CmcAoo, .Jan. 25.— According to tl » 
records of the weather bnrean this \s 
the coldest day in Ohicago in 88 years. 
At no time since the Chicago station 
has been established has there been so 
low a tnaximum temperature rccordnl. 
It is a steady cold. The signal servii rt 
reports 17 below and still falling. On 
the street it is several degrees below 
that. The cold is made more intense, 
as it is accompanied by a brisk, aharp 
wind. 

The sufferings among the poorer 
class is intense, and a nnmber of casi-s 
of destitution were reported to the no- 
lice. At (iraiid Croj^sing, ii',' familie.s 
with K(i ( liildren were found in their 
poorly prote< ti <l hovels, nii.ible to can; 
for t iieinselves Kars, nnsi s lunl hand-' 
were whitened and beiiii rnticd by the 
cold. They Wi re cared fur and pnysi- 
ciaiis suniinoiied to render relief. 

In ."^outli ('liicajro five families weri> 
found actually freezing to (b aili. Tliese 
were al.so removi-d by the police to 
warmer <iuarters, where j)"(i|)er treat- 
ment was given tlieiii, A niiinhcr of 
other cases were found in other parts of 
tho city. 

To aid the poor on .account of the ex- 
treme severity of the weather the coun- 
ty coal contractor delivertnl 100 loads of 
coal to destitute families yesterday. 
This is tho first time such a delivery haa 
been made on Sunday. Food and doth* 
ing were also given out. 

There were between IS or 20.casea re- 
ported to the? police of people being 
fnund in the streets suffering from 
frozen hands, feet, ears and noses. Of 
these two or three are in a serious con- 
dition. Only one death from cold was 
reported, that of a child. 

EXTREME NORTHWEST. 

Col«Mt Waathor of tho Wlator Is How 

Prevatllnr. 

St. PAfL, Jan. 25. — The cold.«t 
weather of tho wint( r thus far was ex- 
perienced in this sci'iioii la.st night and 
today, the mercury being away down 
in the minus figures, from M to 80 de- 
grees below, thermometers varying in 
different parts of the city. Tho weather 
bureau's oflicial recurd in this city gave 
IH below zero, while other northwestern 
stations reported as follows: Helena, 
14 below ; Bismarck and WinnipcMr, 8i 
bitlow ; Huron, 80 below, and Dninth, 
18 bt^ow. 

Specials from Rrchester, Minn., say 
that it is the coldest day for many 
years, the thermometer hidicatiug 'M 
below, and the severe cold is iutenidfied 
by a 85-inile gale from the northwest, 
i lio meirury is fallii<g st wdily.

Light local snows are reported from 
southern New England and southwest- 
ward over the Ohio valley, Tuunessee 
and northern Texas.

MM ntine. One of these men took •d' 
T«ntaKe of this fact, and ttiaroby hingi 
this tale. 

The Btory bi'^ina early on the morning 
of October 20th last, when a fairly well- 
diMMd man entered the atore of the 
Pample Shoe Company, on Chillicothe 
Street. Ue purchased a pair of shoes 
and tendered In paymant an order on the 
treasury of the State of Kentucky for ?r)0. 
The order was made payable to Wm. 
Damon. Tha customer said that bis 
name was William Dawson, and that he 
liTed at Garrison landing. He said he 
bad received the check in payment of a 
daim. After some conversation with 
him, Mr. Lopinsky thought he«wa8 all 
right and cash' d tlie check. 

Mr. Lopinsky cashed the check, and in 
dM oonrse of time the check waa ra> 
turned to the State treasury at Frank- 
fort and entered up a^ paid. 

Thai the matter reeted for several 
weekp. Then one day there popped up 
at the etate house at Frankfurt a letter 
from a man named William Dawson, of 
Mayeville, Ky. Ue aaaerted that a claim 
of his against the Stata for $50, as his 
share of a reward offered by the State, 
had been allowed and that be bad never 
received his money. He wanted to know 
what waa up. The matter was looked 
op and Mr. Dawson waa notified that hia 
cheek had been forwarded. Dawaon 
denied having K'>ttt^>^ the check, and an 
investigation was set on foot. 

It developed that the clerk in the 
treaaoier'e office had made a mistake in 
mailing the letter and had addressed it 
to Wm. Dawson, Vancebnrg, Ky. The 
postmaster atVanceburg knew of a Daw- 
aon at Garrison's landing, and, without 
authority, forwarded it on to that point. 

When Wm. Dawaon, at Uarriaon's 
landing, got the letter, he claimed ft as 
his own. He said to the postmaster that 
his father had a claim against the Stat) 
and that he anppoaed that the elieck was 

aenthim in paymcnf. This sati.sfied flie 
poatmaster, and the check was turned 
ever to Wm. Dawaon. He then bnatled 
to this city and had hi.s order cashed. 

The authorities of Kentucky say no 
claim had ever been presented by any 
Dawson from about Garrison's landing, 
and that the Dawson at that place had 
obtained possession of the note in a 
fraadolent manner. They propoae to 
get after him and have him punished. 
He i« a cooiier by trade and is (rood for 
the money, and Mr. Lopinaky will not 
loae anytUng by t he deal.
